Mr. Untermyer has already shown an 
active interest in the proposed investiga- 
tion of the Money, Trust.

“The proposed Congressional investiga- 
tion‘of the situation that has been mis- 
called the ‘Money Trust’ is to my mind 
important as the basis of pointing to leg- 
islation affecting the trusts and our 
monetary system. Congress should know

mate the financial destinies of our coun- 
try and who wield tabulops power over 
the fortunes of others thrdugh their con- 
trol of, corporate funds belonging to other 
people our investigators will find a sit- 
ratien confronting us far more serious 
than is popularly supposed to exist. 

This power, Mr. Untermyer found, was 
exercised largely through the underwrit- 
ing of security issues by —— banking 
-houses, which assign to other banks 
narticipations -in operations practically 
free from risk or investment and yielding 
large profits. By this means, he argued, 
the big banking houses exercised a large 
measure of control over smaller institu- 
Another means was portioning out 
the deposit accounts of the trusts organ- 
ized under the auspices of the big bank- 
ers. and still other methods were speci- 


fied. 
To Curb the Banks. 


Among the rémedies he suggested was 
to limit the cless of securities other than 
commercial paper that banks may pur- 
chase, prohibit them from becoming syn- 
dicate underwriters, limit the. proportion 
of capital and surplus that may be loaned 
on Stock Exchange securities, prohibit 


every bank from owning or lending on 
the stock of other bank or trust com- 
pany, prvhibit the investment of life in- 
surance companies in new and untried 
bond issues, prohibit any bank from. act- 
ing as an issuing house for the sale of 
fecurities to the public, continue the pro- 
hibition of branch banks, prevent “ inter- 
locking’ Directorates of anks that 
would naturaily be competitive, require 
the sale- of c»rporatien securities to be 
by competiticn the same as Government 
‘bonds, place the Clearing House Asso- 
ciation under the direction of the Con- 
troller of the Currency, and the issue of 
the securities of industrial corporations 
pnder_tre control of an Industrial Com- 
Mission similar to the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission.

QUEEN’S GEMS STOLEN. 


Jewels Included Necklace Insured for 
$50,000 Intended for Queen of Slam.

LONDON, Jan. 4.—Scotland Yard de- 
tectives to-night made an arrest in 
connection with the robbery of a 
Queen’s jewelry which has baffled the 
police of the world for nearly three 
years, 

The stolen jewels, which included a 
pearl necklace insured in London for 
$50,000, disappeared from the strong- 
room of ‘a German steamer on which 
they were being sent from England to 
Bangkok, where they were destined for 
Queen Sowaykh Pongsi, wife of the late 
King Chulalongkorn of Siam. 

The jewels had been carefully packed 
in a box in London, conveyed with 
every precaution on board the steamer, 
and deposited in its strongroom, but 
when the box was opened at Bangkok 
it was empty. 

That was in the Summer of 1909. 
From that time not the smallest clue 
was obtained until a fortnight ago, 
when the police of Singapore learned 
that an attempt had been made to 
dispose of some of the missing gems 
there. A man was traced from the 
Straits Settlements to London, and was 
arrested to-night. 

The prisoner will be brought up at 
the Bow Street Police Court to-morrow 
morning. ; 


COLD WAVE NIPS THE WEST. 


Chicago Thermometer‘ Reaches Four 
Below—Trains Snowbound.

CHICAGO, Jan. 4.—This city is shiver- 
ing in the clutches of the severest, as 
well as the most protracted, cold wave of 
recent years. Since Saturday night the 
temperature has hovered consistently be- 
tween 20 degrees above and 4 below zero. 
For. the twelve ‘hours beginning at 2 A. 
M. to-day the thermometer stood almost 
constantly at 5 degrees above zero, al- 
though around 8 o'clock it made a fee- 
ble spurt to 8 degrees, and then grad- 
ually feel back until at 11 A. M. it again 
touched 5 degrees. This record “was 
maintained until 8 P. M., when the ther- 
mometer again began to fall. At 7 P. M. 
2 degrees below zero were registered, and 
there was a further drop of 2 degrees, io 
4 below zero, before 9 P. M. 

The Government forecast is that be- 
fore sunrise to-morrow the low record of 
10 degrees below zero will ‘be recorded, 
and with no relief from the cold wave in 
sight. 

There is intense suffering’among the 
poor, and charitable organizations are 
driven to their wits’ end to meet the 
extraordinary demands made upon them. 











KANSAS CITY, Mo., Jan. 4.—An Atch- 

ison, Topeka & Santa Fé freight train 
that hag been snowbound near Laird, 
Kan., since Dec. 26 was released to-day. 
The train crew reported that the snow 
in Western Kansas is covered with a 
mass. of ice that will bear horses and 
cattle. One farmer near Dighton re- 
orted that he had lost 300 head of cattle 
n the storm. 

Dighton, Jetmore, Ness City, and other 
towns on the Santa Fé have been with- 
out train service for several days. Un- 
less wagon communication can be estab- 
lished soon, much suffering will result, 
as supplies are low.

Committee, Which Aims to 
Protect. Public Health.

The generosity of Mrs.°E. H. Harriman 
has allowed the Acafemy of Medicine to 
undertake a work which in the health 

atters of this city will parallel the. ac- 
tivities of the Bureau of Municipal Re- 
search in financial matters. The acad- 
emy has formed a Committee on Public 
Health, Hospitals, and Budget, and Mrs. 
Harriman has agreed to defray the ex- 
penses of a trained statistician, who will 
carry-on most of the practical details of 
the committee’s work. 

The statistician is B. H. Corwin, and, 
according to statements made at the acad- 
emy last night, it was partly through his 
efforts and through the efforts of the 
academy's committee that the City Health 
Department obtained the issue of revenue 
bonds to pay for the new contagious dis- 
ease hospitals in the Bronx’and in Queens, 

Announcement of the work of the acad- 
emy’s new committee was made last 
night for the first time at the academy's 
annual meeting. The members of the 
committee are Dr. Charles L, Dana, Dr, 
Lindsley Williams, Dr. W. Gilman 
Thompson, Dr. John H. Huddlestone, Dr, 
8. S. Goldwater, Dr, L. E. Holt, Dr. 
Abraham Jacobi, Dr. J. A. Miller, and Dr, 
T. C, Janeway, 

Among the duties of the committee are 
the organization of a bureau to collect 
facts in- regard to public health, sanita- 
tion, and hygiene; to endeavor to estab- 
lish active co-operation with all public 
health activities in the city; to keep the 
medical profession advised of ‘current 
public health conditions; to render to the 
health, school, and other public authori- 
ties and to the community at large an 
authoritative medical opinion on public 
health matters; to hold frequent con- 
ferences with city officials;'to hold pub- 
lic meetings, and to give adequate pub- 
licity to the results of the committee’s 
Own researches. The committee will also 
use the results of its researchés in sug- 
gesting items in the city’s annual budget, 
and will assist the different departments 
in the preparation of their departmental 
budgets. hey will also make a close 
and constant scrutiny of hospital condi- 
Mtions in the city. 

“The new committee is destined to be 
one of the Academy’s most important 
activities,” said Dr, William M. Polk, 
President of the Academy. 
of the committee have already obtained 
uncom ations for the ag Oe spar and

The amount of Mfrs. Harriman’s contri- 
bution was not made public, but it is un- 
derstood to be in the nature of an assur- 
one of a permanent yeaniy income. 

he Academy also. adopted: resolutions 
urging the Legislature to pass the Clear- 
water bill providing that medical experts 

paid by or through the court and not 
by parties in whose béhalf the expert 
testifies. The Academy wishes the bill to 
be modified so that a physician should not 
be considered a medical, surgical, or 
special expert unless he is a graduate of 
@ reputable medical college; has paid 
special attention for at least six years to 
the particular branch as to which he 
claims to be expert; has had opportunities 
of laboratory or clinical study or both in 
that branch for at least four years, and 
is a member of a general and of a special 
medical society in good standing. 

Another resolution passed declares that 
the acceptance by a physician of a fee 
that is contingent upon the result of a 
medico-legal case is not in accordance 
with sound medical ethics. The resolu- 
tions were framed at a conference be- 
tween a eoimmittee representing the Acad- 
emy of Medicine and a committee repre- 
senting the New York Bar Association. 
The Clearwater bill is understood at th 
present time to be buried in a legislative 
committee. 

After Mrs. Harriman’s gift was an- 
nounced and the resolutions were passed 
papers on “ eo eptonal Diseases” were 
read by Dr. W. ata Thompson, Chief 
Statistician Hatch of the State Depart- 
ment of Labor, Dr. M. Allen Starr, Dr.

$100,000 GIFT BY SCHIFF.

Banker Gives It to Cornell to’ Further 
German Culture,

ITHACA, N, Y., Jan. 4.—In announcing 
to-day the gift of $100,000 by Jacob H. 
Schiff, the New York banker, to Cornell 
University, President Schurman made 
known the fact that the money was given 
by Mr. Schiff purely on his own initiative 
as an expression of appreciation of the 
work Cornell University is endeavoring to 
do and of the broad and liberal ideas for 
which it stands. 

While the general purpose of the gift is 
the promotion of German culture, no spe- 
cific restrictions were placed upon the 
use of the money by Mr. Schiff, and the 
Trustees will have the power to determine 


in what manner it will be apent. Whether 
hew professorships wil e creat or 
whether the present German department 
will extend its work has not yet been de- 
termin but at the, Winter meeting of 
the Board of Trustees some plan for the 
use of the Schiff endowment will be 


adopted.

HOLD SUBWAY PLANS 
POR INTERBORO BID 


Estimate Board Puts Off Action 
on Section Which Would Be 
Useless in a New Deal. 























CONFERREES KEEP AT WORK 





City Accountants Di&cover a Loss to 
the Public of $36,000,000 in the 
Proposed Amortization. 





The Board of Estimate decided yester- 
day not to take up the appropriation of 
money for the construction of Section 5 
of the Lexington Avenue Subway, from 
Fourteenth to Twenty-sixth Street, until 
the result of the present negotiations with 
the Pennsylvania Railroad officials and 
the Interborough bankers is known. 

Controller Prendergast, who has had the 
plans of Section 5.in his office for several 
months, reported thenyto the board for its 
approval. Borough President Miller of 
the Bronx meved that the consideration 
of the matter be adjourned, and this was 
agreed to. The contract has been awarded 
by the Public Service Commission to the 
Metropolitan Contracting Company of 
Boston for $2,419,127. 

The action of the board was tmportant, 
as this section will be of no value if a 
new Subway deal is arranged. If the 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit is to operate all 
the new Subways, Section 5 is a necessary 
link between the Broadway and Lexington 
Avenue lines. But if the Interborough 
agrees to operate the extensions to the 
present Subway on eitlier side of the city, 
the connection between the present line 
and the Lexington Avenue Subway will be 
at Thirty-fifth Street, and the Subway in 
lower Broadway will be part of the 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit's line from the 
Battery to Fifty-ninth Street. The actiqn 
of the board made it evident that the 
members hope’ that something definite will 
rresult from the prolonged Subway confer- 
ences.

HAIL! SNEEZAKARITCHNEKOFF 


it’s a Wealthy Siberian Viltage, and 
It’s Coming to America. 


Claus Esau-.and Peter Siemann, two 
heayily-bearded Russians, each 6 feet 5 
inches in height, sailed yesterday for 
Bremen on the Kronprizessin Cecile after 
spending seven weeks in the United States 
to find a sultable settlement for sixty 
families from the village of ‘Sneezaka- 
ritchnekoff, in the Government of To- 
bolsk, Siberia. After traveling through 
the Northwest and the Southwest their 
choice, they explained through an- in- 
terpreter, was divided between Southern 
Oklahoma and Central Texas. : 

In speaking of the community which he 
and his companion represent, Mr. Esau 
said that his people are Mennonites, who 
moved from Swabia into Southern Russia 
in the time of his great-great-great- 
grandfather, and two generations ago 
were crowded out and went to Biberia. 

“We have only six weeks’ Summer,” 
said the big Russian farmer, ‘‘and one 
of our objects in migrating to America is 
to see the sun and also to let dur children 
enjoy it. The matter will be discussed by 
the village Council on our return, and 
then one of us will bring over twenty 
families, and the remaining forty will 
come later. They will not come to this 
country empty-handed, as each family 
‘will have at least $10,000, while some will 
have more than double that amount.” 

When asked if large families were not 
genera! in Siberia Mr. Esau laughed and 
replied: , : 

“Yes, but I cannot claim a large family 
for myself." -

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 4.~Infor- 
mation has been forwarded to President 
Taft which may delay his decision on 
the question of filling the vacancy on the 
Supreme Court bench, and may possibly 
overcome his preference for Judge Wiill- 
jam C. Hook of Kansas. 

Only this afternoon the President ex- 
pressed himself to a Senator as practi- 
cally determined on the nomination of 
Judge Hook. The protests against the 
Kansas jurist which have been flocking 
in at the White House recently have not 
had at all the desired effect on the Presi- 
dent, and,| as has been pointed out in 
these dispatches, have tended rather to 
confirm his. inclination toward Judge 
Hook. They have been based almost en- 
tirely upon decisions rendered by Judge 
Hook, chiefly against State two-cent fare 
laws. 

But the information that hes now been 
forwarded to the President is of an‘ en- 
tirely different character. It has noth- 
ihg to do with any of these two-cent 
fare decisions and has no relation to 
any of the protests that have been made 
on such grounds. It will be remembered 
that some time beforé his death the late 
Associate Justice Brewer told the Presi- 
dent that in his opinion Judge Hook was 
not fit for the Supreme bench. For @ 
long: time the President was ignorant of 


the ground on which Justice Brewer had 
based that opinion, 

Special inquiry into the matter was 
made in Kansas, but no satisfactory ex- 
planation was obtained. Judge Hook 
himself was entirely unable to suggest 
any reason for Justice Brewer's opposi- 
tion. ‘But-it is understood that that inci- 
dent had a bearing on the President's 


decision a year ago, when, after inclining 
toward Judge Hook for some time, end} 


practically assuring his Kansas support- 
ers that he would be named, Judge Van- 
devanter of the same circuit was finally 
chosen. o5 

When the present vagancy on the Su- 
preme bench occurred and the name of 
Judge Hook again came under considera- 
tion for promotion, Attorney General 
Wickersham made a personal effort to 
get at the bottom of Justice Brewer's 
opposition. His investigation finally led 
him to the conclusion that it was based 
upon Justice Brewer’s opinion that Judge 
Hook was too radical in his general views 
for service on the Supreme Court. Justice 
Brewer was decidedly conservative, and 
did not regard radical views with favor. 
This seemed to be the true explanation, 
and although Attorney General Wick- 
ersham is strongly committed to the ap- 
pointment of Secretary Nagel, it was his 
work that counted largely in ‘obtaining 
the President's favor for Judge Hook. 

There. is reason for saying now, how- 
ever, that the information just forwarded 
to the President may furnish a different 
explanation of Justice Brewer's opposition 
to Judge Hook, At any rate, it has suf- 
ficient force to cause the President to 
desire a full explanation before he takes 
final action in the matter. And inasmuch 
as that explanation will require some 
time, it is Hkely that either the appoint- 
ment“will be delayed or that some other 
man will be selected. It had been the in- 
tention of the President to make the 
nomination soon after the return of At- 
torney eral Wickersham from Panama 
next week. This new information has 
been forwarded. to the President by a 
man who had previously indorsed Judge 
Hook. 

It came to this man only to-day, but in 
such a responsible way as to force him to 
the conclusion that it was his duty to 
transmit it at once to the President, He 
has writen a letter which will be. deliv- 
ered at the White House in the morning 
setting forth the matter in full. The Pres- 
ident will have means of substantiating 
this information or proving that it is 
without ground. But it will take some 
time to do this, and if Judge Hook is to 
be held under censideration the appoint- 
ment can hardly be made as seon as had 
been expected.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4. — Conferrees 
from the Committees on Judiciary of the 
two houses will meet to-morrow or next 
day to consider their disagreeing vote 
last Summer on the resolution providing 
for amendment to the Constitution for 
the popular election of Senators.

Grey, 
British Secretary of -Btate for Foreign 
Affairs, at the time of the crisis ‘with Ger- 
many over the Moroccan question;--when 
the British, Minister predicted that the 
general arbitration.\would be but a step 
to a further convention under which these 
two great nations—forever at peace with 
each other—would agree each to-come to 
the aid of the other should that other be 
attacked by a third power which had re- 
fused arbitration of the difference at is- 
sue, 

Mr. Mitchell: Innes, counsellor of the 
British Embassy, was in the diplomatic 
gallery while the speech Was in progress.

PLACATING THE LABOR VOTE 


Both Parties on Eve of Elections Are 
Willing to Do So by Passing 
_This or Like Measure. 


Special to The. New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—After months 
of investigation the Commission on Em- 
ployers’ Liability and Workmens’ Com- 
pensation has completed a revised draft 
of a tentgtive bill. The subject matter 
of the,bill was urged on the attention 
of\Congress by President Taft, and the 
feeling is general that on the eve of 
election both parties will be glad to 
Placate the labor vote by.passing this 
measure, or something like it. The Com- 
mission,. by the act creating it, was not 
directed te report before March 1, but 
with the revised draft of the bill al- 
ready prepared it is not unlikely that 
the report will shortly \be made. 

The bill itsélf has not been introduced 
yet in either House, but THz= NEw YorRK 
Times is able‘from a copy supplied to 
present verbatim extracts of the essen- 
tial paragraphs. There may be a few 
changes here and there but these changes 
will be-slight. The bill has the approval 
of the non-partisan commission, headed 
by ,Senator Sutherland, of Utah, and 
co sed of. Senator Chamberlain, a 
Democrat from Oregon; Representative 
Brantley, ..a . Democrat from Georgia; 
Representative Moon, a Republican from 
Pennsylvania; Cc. Brown, President 
of the New York Central Railroad, and 
D. L, Cease, Editor of The Railroad 
Trainmen. 

Senator Sutherland is one of the stud- 
ious lawyers of the Senate and the bill 
is a monument to his industry. In ex- 
traordinary detail the machinery for in- 
forcing the collection of damages is pro- 
vided and exceptions of apparently every 
conceivable kind are provided for. The 
bill occupies forty-three printed p as 
it stands. In general, the compensation 
provided is far higher than was ex- 


pected. 

The bill confines itself to railroads and 

trolley lines, 
/ ‘The Commission has detided that’ com- 
pensation shail be paid by the employing 
common carrier ‘direct to the injured em- 
ploye or his dependénts, These pay- 
ments shall hade on a basis of a 
percentage of wages paid at the time 
of the injury, and though an “adjuster.” 
is provided for every judicial district, 
settlements may also be made by spe- 
cial arrangement between employer and 
employe. But the amount shall not devi- 
ate from the terms of the act. Nor 
shall the damages be assigned by the 
injured employe, nor shall damages be 
attachable for debt, while the claim of 
the injured employe shall constitute a 
first lien upon the- property of the em- 
ployer, and take precedence over every 
other claim exeept taxes, 

The act specifies that monthly wages 
shall be considered as twenty-six times 
the day wage payable at the time of the 
accident. But-no employe’s wages shall 
be considered as more than $100 or less 
than-$50 a month, except that where the 
wage is actually less than $25 a month 
payment fcr the first twenty-four months 
of disability shall not exceed the full 
amount of-such monthly wages. 

The compensation provided where death 
results. from any injury and to be paid for 
a period of eight years, varies according 
to the number and earning capacity of the 
deceased’s family. 

It is also provided that where permanent 
total disability result from any injury, 
there shall be paid to the injured employe 
50°per cent. of his monthly wages for the 
remainder of his life. In the following 
eases it shall be conclusively presumed 
that the injury resulted in. permanent 
total disability: 

The total and irrevocable loss of sight 
in both-eyes, the loss of both feet at or 
above the ankle, the loss of both-hands at 
or above the wrist, the loss of one hand 
and. one foot, an injury to the spine re- 
sulting in permanent’ and complete paral- 
ysis of the legs or arms, and an injury 
to the ag sm br in incurable imbe- 
cility or insanity. ’ 

in cas& of temporary total disability, 
due to aby iniury, 50 per cent. of his 
monthly wages is to be paid the injured 
employe during the continuance of his 
disability. 

Where permanent or partial disability 
results from any injury, 50 per cent. of 
his wages must be paid the injured em- 
ploye for the periods stated as follows: 

In case of the loss of one arm, seventy- 
two months; .the loss of one hand, fifty- 
seven months; the loss of one leg, sixty- 
six months, and the loss of one foot at or 
above the ankle joint, forty-eight months. 

The permanent and complete loss of hear- 
ing in both ears, seventy-two months; in 
one ear, thirty-six months; the rmanent 
and complete loss of the sight. of one eye, 
thirty months; the loss by separation of \a 
thumb, thirteen months; a first finger, nine- 
teen months; a second finger, seven months; 
third finger, six months; a fourth finger, 
five months. 

The loss of one phalange of a thumb or 
two phalanges of a finger shall be con- 
sidered equal to the loss of one-half of @ 
thtmb or of a finger, and compensation for 
one-hal? of the above period shall be pay- 
able. 

The loss of more than one phalange of a 
thumb and more than two phalanges of a 
finzer shall be considered as the loss of an 
entire thumb or finger. ‘ 
This extraordinary list of casualties Is 

further supplemented by exceptions. Pro- 
vision is made for the existence of wid- 
ows and children outside the ' United 
States; provision is made for the death 
of henatiniaties on their reaching a state 
of independence. The remarriage of wid- 
ows removes them from the payroll, ‘while 
the employe of.one road inju through 
the act of another road colle from his 
employer, and the employer sues the rival

‘MOB ENTERS PATRIARCHATE. 


Many Rioters Injured In Lisbon— 
Bishops Defy Government. 


LISBON, (via frontier,) Jan. 4.—Follow- 
ing the punishment of the Patriarch of 
Lisbon; Mgr. Anthony Mendes _ Bello, 
whose ¢xpulsion was ordered on Dec. 28 
by the Portuguese Government for two 
years, all the Portuguese Bishops to-day 
protlaimed their independence of the Gov- 
ernment, 

The Minister of Justice, in reply to a 
communication from the Bishops notify- 
ing him of their ‘decision, declares that 
if they persist in their refusal to recog- 
nize the civil-authorities they will all be 
expelled from Portugal.

The Catholics resporided ‘with cheers for 
the Pope, for Dom Manuel, and for Dom 
Miguel, as well as for the monarchy.

Yuan Declines to Go to Shanghai and 
Invites Wu to Go to .Peking—Sym- 
pathy for Insurgents Decreases. ' 


PEKING, Jan. 4.—The Court's prepara- 
tion for residence in Mongolia is believed 
to be only against an emergency. 
~ Additional treasure to that contributed 
to the Government by the Empress Dow- 
ager has-been forthcoming from the pal- 
ace, and the Dmpress Dowager has is- 
sued an edict to the Princes, command- 
a loan from each of) them for the -im- 
perial cause.

The foreign banks are expériencing dif- 
ficulty in converting bars cf gold into 
silver. Foreign banknotes are no longer 
current, silver alone being acceptable. 

Premier Yuan Shi-Kal is being accused 
of double dealing. It is alléged that he is 
attempting the destruction of the Man- 
chus financially before.conniving at their 
dethronement, but it is thought that the 
revolutionaries, whose agents employ 
every trick, are circulating reports that 
Yuan is secretly republican in. order to 
discredit him, 

Dynamite discovered along the railway 
line has been brought to Peking by @ 
woman. This is the first evidence that 
long-standing revolutionary threats are 
serious. The revolutionaries months ago 
declared that they would employ dyna- 
mite to accomplish their purpose of driv- 
ing the Manchus out. 

Reports regarding disaffection among 
the Lan-Chow troops are conflicting. It 
is believed that the disaffected soldiers 
number not more than 800, 

Yuan Shi-Kal is making preparations in 
anticipation of the arrival of a republican 
army by sea, and for this purpose is dis- 
patching troops to the north.

Jan. 6 unless they re- 
ceive notification in the meantime that 
the armistice has been again renewed. 

This step has been taken, it is assumed 
here, as a result of the refusal of the rev- 
olutionaries to continue the negotiations 
with the Peking authorities by telegraph 
in accordance with the demand of Pre- 
mier Yuan Shi-Kai. 

President Sun Yat-Sen yesterday in- 
structed Dr. Wu Ting veng to telegraph 
to Premier Yuan Shi-Kai asking him to 
come to Shanghai and negotiate personal- 
ly with the President of the new republic. 

The fact that Premier Yuan is now in 
possession of a considerable sum of 
money with which he can pay the’ im- 
periee troops, has, it is believed, inspired 

im with fresh confidence in his power 
to check the\jrevolution, as he is aware 
that the Republicans lack resources. 

There are said to be about 30,000 im- 
portal troops in Han-Yang and the vicin- 
ty, and a clash with the revolutionaries, 
whose force is’ said to be almost equal, 
is possible at any moment. 

Referring to the representations con- 
tained in the identical note from the 
United States, Great Britain, Japan, Ger- 
many, France, and Russia, which was 
presented by the Consuls on Dec. 20, Wu 
ang Hang to-day addressed a note fo the 
Consuls, in which he explains the pres- 
ent situation.

ready: signed by Tang Shao-Yi, thus jeop- 
ardizing all chances of arriving at the 
substantial peace desired by the powers. 

“ Therefore,”’ continues Dr. Wu, “‘ it is 
with extreme regret that the Republican 
Government is compelled to say that the 
prospects for peace have been wilfully 
nullified by the Manchu Government, up- 
on whose shoulders ‘will rest full re- 
sponsibility for a long period of disturb- 
ing indecision, and possibly the resump- 
tion‘ of hostilities." 


NANKING, Jan. 4.—President Sun Yat- 
Sen has received a letter from Yuan .ghi- 
Kai insisting that the entire people be 
permitted to decide upon the form of gov- 
ernment for China ‘and thanking Sun for 
his offer of the Presidency. 

The first Cabinet meeting will be held 
to-morrow..

President Sun admits that the situation 
is delicate, but et hopeful that Yuan 
will avoid the terrible bloodshed which 
must. follow the resumption of hostilities.

“Why do taxes increase?" repeated 
Mr. Morgenthau when his turn tame. 
“Well, if you take a city of five million 
people, with their demands, there is a 
need that we should respond to the 


masses\of the people and comply with 
en réquests. The social .programmeé, 
whi has forced us now to give ed a 
education to the children, to see'to it that 
re, sick are en care of, cannot be cur- 
tailed.

I believe we ought 
to encourage. abroad a liberal liey of 
government in this city, making if the 
atést, best governed, — most attract- 
ve city in the United Sta es, whose fix 
charges or normal charges will remain 
ery the same, and I believe that: if we 
Can make this city the educational centre 
of the United States, the amusement 
centre, and the largest manufacturing 
gentre, we will be able to’ stand some in- 
crease in the taxes. 

“One reason why the taxes of this cit 
have increased is the consolidation whic 
took place in 1896. We trace a great deal 
of our trouble to the inherited 
others. We found that Brooklyn was a 
bankrupt city. We had to absorbit. And 
we found also a great Many unnecessary 
expenses. We have to-day, among other 
things, to take care of fire ‘prevention, 
fire protection, and schools for a much 
larger territory than can be economically 
administered under our present deveélop- 
ment. If any of you gentlemen were to 
undertake the distribution of $115,000,00C 
in these varied enterprises you would tind 
that. it would require such knowl e 
that you would have to en @ people, 
not at the small salaries our officials re- 
céive, but at tremendous galaries, and if 
anybody could be found who,could elimi- 
nate all the waste and extravagance of 
the City Government I think that there 
would be several large corporations that 
would engage them at from §100,000 to 

,000 a year.

McAneny Answers Two Questions. 


Borough President McAneny spoke on 
the second and third questions. He said 
that he had introduced business methods 
into his department of the City Govern- 
ment with the result that he had saved 
$584,000 out of his first year’s appropria- 
tion of $2,700,000. Of this he said he spent

n previous years, the revamping of 
Washington Market, new elevators in the 
County Court House, new plumbing in the 


i} public baths, and so forth. He said busi- 


ness methods, consolidation of. bureaus 
and standardization of supplies had justi- 
fied. themselves in his department, not so 
much by actual economy, but by prevent- 
ing waste and giving greater value for the 
tax-paid dollar. He expressed his regret 
that the Board of Aldermen had cut from 
the budget an appropriation of $200,000 
for an efficiency bureau, and that the 
Mayor had failed to veto this cut. 

“ Practically and under all the rules of 
common sense in private or public busi- 
ness the City of New York ought to have 
within its own organization a bureau of 
municipal research,” said he. “‘ We were 
not counting the expenditure of $200,000 
upon-a fad, but upon something which 
has been proved by business enterprise 
and business and business progress the 
country over. 6 want to put the City 
of New. York in the same position as your 
railroads or your great insurance com- 
panies or corporations: occupy, and until 
we have done that‘ citizens of whatever 
degree of itnerest in public affairs should 
not demand of the City of New York or 
of the public officers results that compare 
with theirs.” 


Hindrance in Civil Service. 


Mr. McAneny pointed out how. the low 


salaries paid public officials and the re- 
strictions of taking them from civil serv- 
ice lists prevented the heads of depart- 
ments from getting the best men for 
their subordinates. He said that he 
deemed the restricted civil service, even 
though it hindered a department h 
aly pete to the spoils system, but said 

e thoroughly believed it a great obstacle 
to getting that efficiency in public busi- 
ness which it is possible to obtain in pri- 
vate business. 

The Hon. Charles D. Norton, former- 
ly secretary to President Taft, described 
how the efficiency methods practiced by 
Messrs. McAneny and Prendergast had 
aroused his interest.. He said he had en- 
listed the interest of President Taft 
them, with the result that the scientific 
methods employed in the departments of 
the New York City Government would 
aes be applied to public departments at 
ashington. 

_ One result of the application of effi- 
clency methods to the New York City 
Government and their extension to the 
Federal qdepartments and to other cities 
in the country, Mr. Norton said, would be, 
he hoped, a better understanding between 
oe rest of the country and New York 
y:

“Every effort was directed toward ob- 
taining laws in thé several States com-, 
pelling merchants giving coupons or cer- 
tificates to redeem them in merchandise 
or cash, at the option of the holder,’ he 
said, ‘By united effort such a law was 
passed in Ohio and. Wisconsin. But it 
was vetoed by the Governors. Only a 
few. Senators and Assemblymen opposed 
it in: Ohio, 

“Gov. Harmon, in explaining his veto, 
indicated that he was ignorant of the 


ments. Merchants in all lines of trades 
urged their representatives in the Ohio 
Legislature to pass the bill. But not-

nished proof of the truth, Most papers 
have not been considerate enough, how- 
ever, to protect legitimate merchants 
from these parasites, who, by spending a 
few cents in the classified columns, di- 
vert trade from these legitimate mer- 
chants. Postmaster Genéral Hitchock 
states that the public has been robbed in 
the last five years of not less than $500,- 
000,000 by get-riclquick schemes, aided 
by the Post Office Department and the 
newspapers of the country.” 
Mr. Clement said that his scrapbook 
was filled with newspaper clippings, re- 
porting deceptive practices. Pure cotton, 
treated: with alkali and sold as silk; cot- 
ton shoddy advertised as all wool; imita- 
tions of precious stones; bleached flour; 
jewelry, short karated; cure alls with no 
medicinal qualities, and downright lies, 
“ gain,” “ bankrupt,” and 
“fire sales.’* 


“We protect,”” he said, “ the physically 
strong. But we have not reached: the 
point in our development when the men- 
tally weak are protected from the men- 
tally strong. The fraudulent advertiser 
is the parasite of the business world, and 
the e methods should be used to ex- 
termfnate him as are used to exterminate 
other parasites. Experience and aves 
gation prove that only aroused public 
opinion, education, and the use of ap- 
proved methods can prevent and exter- 
minate any parasite. If we should pre- 
vent fraudulent advertising me must 
teach the public that dishonest trade 
works to their detriment; we must @each 
them to carefully investigate questiona- 
ble offers, and if they learn that a’thing 
is wrong they must acquaint others with 


that fact. 

“To do this publicity fs necessary, and 
as advertising is rey, we. could 
impress the newspapers th the fact 
that such pobiteny is the first step in 
erepering the way for a National law to 
make advertising more valuable by 
making deceptive vertising impossible, 
Such a law should be prepared by. a 
counse] of the most able attorneys. Copies 
of this proposed law should be sent to all 
advertising clubs and National and local 
associations interested in sound business 
measures, afid the members and business 
men should urge upon their representa- 
tives and Congressmen the necessity of 
passing such @ bill. f 4 
“It might be urged that no commission 
would be able to pass upon 2a question of 
fraudulent advertising intelligently, and 
to exclude from the mails newspapers 
Carrying certain advertising would work 
a@ great hardship. In reply I cite you to 
the policy of The Ladies’ Home Journal, 
The Saturday Evening Post, Youth's Com- 
anion, Colliers’ Weekly, Tor New Yorx 
mes, The Evening Mail, The Evening 
ost, and dozens of other magazines. 
These papers, prompted only by their 
sense of duty to the public'and to their 
advertisers, maintain a commission or 
committee to pass upon all advertising 
offered to them.”

SEEK-LAW’S DELAY REMEDY. 


But the County Lawyers Won't Order 
an Investigation of Judges. 


After a good-deal of discussion of in- 
tolerable conditions of the calendar prac- 
tice in the courts of this county, the New 
York County Lawyers’ Association passed 
last ‘night .a resolution -dirécting the 
President, Judge. Alton B. Parker, to ap- 
point .@ committee of five members to 
confer with a committee the Justices of 
the ‘Supreme Court were asked to name, 
for the purpose of devising some way 
out of the difficulties. In the midst of 
the discussion, A. Gilbert offered a 
résolution calling for the investigation 
& all the Judges in the county. 








The reading of Mr. Gilbert’s resolution 
was interrupted by laughter. One mem- 
ber moved that he. was out of order. 
Judge Parker so ruled,. and finally the 
resolution was referred to the Committee 
on the Judiciary. Mr. ‘Gilbert’s docu- 
ment read: . 

Regoived,’ That we favor a- most non- 
Partisan investigation by a committee or 
commission, having power to subpoena wit- 
nesses, into the qualities, abilities, and- work 
of the Judges of all the courts in this coun- 
ty, to the end that the- public may be 
definitely infurmed of. the conditions under 
which the Judges were nominated, appoint- 
ed, or ‘elected; whether any of the Judges 
are incompetent, unfit, or negligent, and the 
identity of such Judges, if any. 

The resolution to take up the matter 
of the law's delay came atiter a discus- 
sion in which George Gordon Battle, John 
Brooks Leavitt, Benno’ Lewinson and 
“et ets took par. Ihe only point of 
agreement-‘in the speeches was that the 
present \condition ‘was intolerable. Mr. 
Leavitt..said the trouble was not with 
the bench. but with the bar. He advo- 
cated the Engimsh system of no _post- 
ponement on account of other engage- 
ments of .counse!. Mr. Gilbert said that 
the delays. and inconveniences were due 
in many cases to. the Judges who were 
late. In opening cour: and wasteful of 
time in conducting proceedings. 

Another. resolution adopted gives to the 
Committee on Professional Sthics the 
pomer to advise men who apply to it for 
information on ernics. This was opposed 
\by"@ good part of the meeting and the 
spokesman of the opposition said that 
lawyers were, supposed \to know when

Settlement Winds Up Sensational Ca- 
reer of the Banker, Who Operated 
with Morse and Heinze. 


Edward R. Thomas, the, banker, filed 
confessions of judgment yesterday in ‘the 
Supreme Court in claims ‘against him of 
$1,234,487. The amount represents. debts 
of $1,130,349 and interest.- Thomas con- 
fessed judgment, it was said, to save the 
costs of trials, and because he realized 
that-recovery against him was inevitable. 
He is said also. to have received sub- 
stantial concessions jin return for. not 
fighting the suits. He is now in Raris. 

In all, Thomas confessed. judgment in 
thirty different suits against him. ©The 
largest amount sued for was that of the 
Central Trust Company, which’ sued for 
$271,851. The’ Hudson Trust Company 
sued for $61,381, and the receiver oft’Van 
Schaick & Co., the suspended Stock Ex- 
change house, for $52,837. Other claimants 
were the Empire Trust Company and 
the Mercantile National Bank:

are not related, figured in large banking 
operations, with a chain of banks 
throughout. the State, and in deals with 
Charlies. W. Morse and. F. . Augustus 
Heinze. Their part in: manipulations. of 
the stock of the Knickerbocker Ice Com- 
pany involved’ them in long litigation.

““At the meeting Mrs. Pethick Law- 
rence’s address was recelved with a rev- 
erential hush, She told what a solemn 
duty the women ‘were about to perform 
for the sake of other women and their 
children. She told of an old~ Russian 
crucifix with which she had many sacred 
associations, which she would wear. After 
the -pause which followed a minister rose 
and said: 
“*My church will be open at -6:30 in 
the morning for all the women who may 
wish to receive communion before they 
go out.’ Other ministers; one after the 
other, followed, saying that their churches 
would be open throughout the day for 
the women. The action the women took 
came only after a long, deep, thoughtful, 
prayerful resolve. They do not do this 
because they like \it,’”’ Mrs. Hazard con- 
tinued ;*** they hate it as much as you do.” 
She told how, on the day of the demon- 
stration, so many policemen filled the 
streets that she could hardly believe tha 
she was in a civilized country. But. th 
attitude of every one, she said, was pleas- 
ant and favorable toathe women. Long 
lines of policemen would stretch across 
the street, but occasionally a break would 
be ager to let the women through. One

“Lady, a me the way you want to go 
and I’ll push through for you 
The police were very gentle with the 
women, not twisting their. fingers or 
crushing their arms as they had done 
previously. One policeman who had ar- 
rested a nurse wearing her -uniform-(a 
beautiful. woman, Mrs. Hagard said) was 
apparently about to ill-treat her, but in- 


whom. she Was, rushed forward with a 
ery, and others joined in quickly. They 
called"the policeman’s number and shout- 
ed that they would report him, and he 
subsided. 

Mrs.. Pankhurst said that there were 
two rules which enabled her followers to 
control the London mobs. “‘ We are al- 
ways dignified,’’ she said, ‘‘and always 
joyous. No matter w nt is done we keep 
our tempers, and this training has made 
the women the most adaptable and flexi- 
ble politicians the world has ever known. 
“We are carrying on a civil war ¥s 
much as you did,in your revolution, 
much as the Young Turks and as th 
Chinese,”’. she continued. !‘ When. a man 
fights in a civil war he destroys many 
lives and much property, and history and 
the world uphold him in, it. So far we 
have destroyed no lives and very little 
property, though our ‘battle is laid out 
as systematically and carefully as any 
battle fought by men. Whatever we 
shall do in the future, we have given fair 
warning. You women here will not have 
to do as we have done. The women in 
other countries will not have to do it, 
because we have done it. Our action has 
opened the minds of men.” 

She told of an appeal received by the 
English suffragettes from the Persian 
women, asking their help against the 
oppreanien of Russia. 

**It touched me deeply,”’ she,said. ‘Of 
all the women in the world they had 
come, and, naturally, to us, the fighting 
women, for help.”

o Sheriff of a county, Mayor of a city,
